We confess we visited this house, last evening, undér an impres- 
sion far from favorabie to the Gentieman, who was appointed to make 
his debut in the arduous character of Macbeth. Perhaps, under all 
the circnmstances, he could not have selected a more difficult, and, 
at the same time, more unpropitious a part for a first appearance; 
especially when we consider that the great master of the histrionic 
art, Mr. J. Kemble, has rendered it almost sacred at this Theatre; 
and that his successor, Mr. Young, is still in remembrance. We may 
throw likewise into the scale the failures that have taken place of late 
at this house. Against all this, the debutant had to contend, and 
it gives us real pleasure {o state, that against these odds he has suc- 
ceeded. ‘The early scenes betrayed a‘ little want of confidence, which, 
however, his subsequent efforts entirely conquered. The banquet- 
scene drew forth his energies, and we may safely aver that it never 
received more applause, or was marked with greater energy. The 
assumed complacency on taking the wine was excellent, and the sas- 
picious and half-feating look he cast at the vacant chair, was not 
only new but highly effective; the sudden assumption of fearlessness 
on the departure of Banqguo’s ghost, was wrought up with exquisite 
fveling, and drew forth great and well merited applause. The beau- 
tiful speech, “ Canst thou not minister to a mind diseased,’ possessed 
solemnity and pathos, while the delicate and beautiful touches that 
pervade the fifth act of this admirable {Play, were given with equal 
talent. With the diawback of a noisy house, which entirely precluded 
our attention to Miss Lacy, who was, for the first time, Lady Mac- 
beth, the Play may be deemed the most successfnl hit which this 
Theatre has made during this seasqn. We will not do Miss, Lacy the 
injustice of speaking of her. performance until we cay bear her without 
interruption ; her talents are great,and she may rest satisfied with the 
assurance that they are appreciated by those whose opinions. she 
would value—We trust that the whole performance will sogn be re- 
peated.—The Pantomime followed.—Mr. Braham is engaged here.
